A Noted Career, 
Born in IK59 
of Dutch 
ancestry, 
Theodore Roosevelt as a child was a 
w eakling 
He was so frail 
that he 
w as not privileged to associate with 
the o th er boys in his neighborhood, 
and w as even kept from public sheol, 
receiving his early education from a 
private tutor 
A porch gym nasium at 
his 
hom e provided 
him w ith 
the 
m eans of physical culture, which so 
im proved his health th a t at th e age 
of 17 he entered H a rv ard U niversity, 
from which he grad u ated in 1880. 
R oosevelt’s 
public 
career 
began 
shortly after he left college, and al­ 
though 
his profession 
was th e law, 
his political activities left him little 
tim e to practice it 
In 1882 he was 
eleted to the sta te assem bly of New 
York and served th ree term s 
He 
then dropped politics for tw o 
years 
and purchased a ranch in N o rth D a­ 
kota, w h ere in the intervals of o u t­ 
door 
sports he began 
his 
literary 
career. 
R eturning to New Y ork in 1886 he 
w as defeated on the R epublican ticket 
for m ay o r of the city. 
In 1880 he was
